Washington was buried in what is 


now known as (ho old vault, which is 
perhaps 300 feet away from his present 
resting place. Bufore his death lie had 
requested that a now family vault be 
constructed after his decease, and the 
reason given for this is that the earth 
upon the side of the hill where the old 
vault was placed was likely to slip away 
in the springtime. 


No attention was apparently paid to 


this request, however, until about 
1830, when nn employee who had been 
discharged from the estate broke into 
the old tomb as an act of revenge and 
stole a skull which he supposed to be 
that of George \YaLiiington. This he 
took to Alexandria, and, as usual in 
Buch cases, "got drunk," and so his 
secret was discovered, and the skull, 
which proved to bo that of Laurence 
Washington instead, was returned. 


This incident led to the final carrying 


out of the wish of General Washington. 
The tomb which id his present resting 
place was promptly built, and in 1831 
his remains were removed to it. The old 
vault was allowed to fall into a state of 
decay, and only a few years ago it was 
restored by tho aid of drawings found 
in tho congressional library. An iron 
fence has been built around it, and it 
now receives tho same care as the new 
tomb.—

MILES AND EAGAN. 


There seems to be some misunder- 


standing about the position of The 
limes in the matter of the court 
aaaitialing of General Eagan. Sev- 
eral persons have gotten the opinion 
from its editorial on the subject that 
it supports that unfortunate soldier 
fn his controversy with General Miles. 
As a matter of fact, The Times be- 
lieves the latter'is right in his de- 
nunciation of the food 
furnished to 


bhe soldiers, while at the same time 
folding that General Eagan had no 
guilty knowledge that his underlings 
were giossly incompetent or corrupt, 
and the army contractors dishonest 
and criminal. The point it was try- 
ing to make is that the president had 
ipromised immunity to witnesses ap- 
pearing before the investigating com- 
mittee and since he had permitted 
•General Miles to go before that com- 
mittee and make the most serious 
sharges against the commissary de- 
partment, he ought not to permit

TJie Larynx. 


The larynx has been compared to a 


wind, a reed aiid a stringed instrument. 
The comparison of it to a violin gavo 
rise to tho not very accurate phrase 
"vocal cords," as the name of the two 
cushions which, tire its most prominent 
features. But no string so short as those 
"vocal cords" could produce a-musical 
bass note. In fact, the comparison of 
the larynx to any instrument which 
produces only nmsical tones is inade- 
quate, to begin with. There ia no in- 
strument but tho larynx which pro- 
duces both song and speech, and as 
those comparisons view the larynx 
merely as a producer of musical sounds 
we have no further concern with them 
at present. Besides, the voice can be 
trained for speech, elocution and ora- 
tory without a knowledge of the physi- 
ology of the larynx. 


We have the power of adjusting the 


larynx; of varying tho tension of its 
corda, cushions or ligaments, as they 
have been variously called. Wo can do 
these things without scientific technic- 
al knowledge of how they are done, 
without any knowledge at nil of vocal 
physiology, and it ia the work of the 
trainer of the voice to teach his pupils 
—or her pupils wo may be allowed to 
say—how to do them. •—• Chambers' 
Journal.

Washington, Feb. 4'.—A formal in- 


quiry will be made into Uie army meat 
controversy. 


The president's purpose to ter- 


minate the unsatisfactory state of af- 
fairs that has existed for some time 
as the result of the numerous charges 
and counter-charges and interviews re- 
specting the character o! the army 
beef, by instituting a formal inquiry 
into these matters and endeavoring to 
place the responsibility where it be- 
longs, has been made known. 


The investigation will not be started 


before - the commission to investigate 
the conduct of the war has made its 
report to the president. The scope of 
this new inquiry has not been defined, 
but it is certain will embrace the al- 
legations made by General Miles na 
to the character of the army supplies, 
and will involve that officer to the ex- 
tent that he must make these charges 
good and to that degree will be on 
trial himself in ,1 preliminary manner. 
Should the charges be found well es- 
tablished a heavy responsibility would 
be placed upon the packers and per- 
sons concerned in the meat inspection, 
and perhaps others; should they fall 
unsupported, General Miles may be 
obliged to answer to a courtmartial for 
reflecting upon the character of other 
officers. 


Two methods are existing by which 


such an investigation may be con- 
ducted according to established mili- 
tary usage. The first is by the ap- 
pointment of a court of inquiry, and 
the second by the appointment of what 
is known as an officer's or inspection 
board. In the former case, it would 
be necessary to name some officer who 
is to be the subject of the investigation. 
In the latter the board is charged sim- 
ply to inquire into a state of facts, or 
alleged facts, without reference to any 
particular person, and to place re- 
sponsibility if possible for anything of 
which complaint is made. Their find- 
ings may serve as the base for a court- 
martial quite as effectually as the find- 
ings of a court of inquiry.
